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PROVISIONAL PATENT APPLICATION 
AWARD BASES CONFIGURED AS CONTAINERS/BOXES 

Basic Description 

This patent introduces a functional dimension to the established award/trophy industry. 
To date trophies consist of statues, trophy cups, sculptures, figurines, and the like 
mounted on a solid i>ase that have orriy one purpose; to recognize the recipient for some 
achievement. This invention incorporates the functional aspecte of a container/l)ox into 
the standard award/trophy's t>a8e. 

This patent is considered a utilHarian patent as it contains a novel and unique use 
and configuration of existing items. 

This invention relates to the field of devices for storing and containing award objects, 
as well as other items, in one convenient location; the base of an award/trophy. Such 
an invention provides a fun(^onai and attractive display which promotes the sale of 
award items. 

While the overall theme of the invention is that of an award, the supporting base unit is 
configured as a container/lx)x. The interchangeable statues, cups, sculptures and 
figurines can be attached to the container's lid in the same manner that they are 
attached to a traditional solid base. The lid of the container base can simply lift off, or it 
can be joined to the lower portion of the base by hinges, clips, tongue and groove or any 
other means of attachment Any number of container and lid sizes, as well as styles, 
can be offered to accommodate unlimited types of interchangeable award components. 

Limitations of Existing Trophy Configurations 

As is well known and understood, people of all ages like to recove awards and trophies. 
There are many different types of trophies, but they are essentially limited to functioning 
as objects and do not sen/e any practical purpose. Generally trophies are stored on 
shelves, in cabinets or away in boxes. Often partteipatk)n awards are considered a 
nuisance because they are awarded every season, serve no practical function, take up 
space and collect dust. Parsnte smd coaches of okter players often refuse to purchase 
participation awards in favor of more useful items such as T-shirts and water bottles. 

Currently, there is no convenient way In which to contain both a trophy and an award 
medallion together in a logical manner. This invention addresses this need while 
enhancing the perceived ya\ue of trophies by enabling them with a practical function that 
is useful throughout the home or ofRce. Award items, as well as other objects, can be 
stored in the base without altering the trophy's basic appeal in any way. 

Objects of ttie invention 

Provide bases for Uie award/brophy industry tiiat are attractive and functtonal. 

Create bases ttiat are containers/bmes that support different types, shapes and 
configurations of already existing interchangeabfe statues, cups, sculptures & figures. 
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Provide attractive, practical award items that are desic accessories, sudi as an 
interchar^able figure with an Ink pen, mounted on a container/box base. 

Create attractive, keepsake storage oonteiners for medallions, pins, ribbons and other 
special Kerns. 

Another component of this invention is a bookend which can be easily attached to these 
new trophy bases. The bookend further enhances the functionality of the award/trophy. 

Provide a storage system and a book holder system which are economical and simple to 
manufocture. Create componente that are interchangeable and can be easily removed 
for relocation and re-attachment 

How This Invention is Different 

There are many patents involving various trophies and awards. There are also 
numerous patents involving containers and many others involving bookends. 
However, none of them involve combining the function of a container and/or bookend 
with a trophy. Changing what is viewed as the liability of a static trophy into the asset of 
a container and/or bookend is a much welcomed improvement. 

What is needed and what this invention supplies, is a system for storing objects that can 
accommodate different already existing interchangeable figures, etc. without requiring 
their nrK)dification and without diminishing the award's overall appeal. This new 
container base in tum can be attached to a reversible bookend. 

This patent also introduces the utility of a bookend that is in the shape of an inverted T*. 
The support member extends upward from the horizontal base at a right angle. This 
new trophy base slides into ti\e base of the bookend or in some other way they are 
joined together. Since the base can be attached to either side of the bookend, the 
bookend is reversible, further adding to ite functionality. 

Both the container bases and bookends can be manufactured from a variety of materials 
such as, but not limited to, plastic, acrylic, wood, metal, resin or composite. The lid of 
the container needs only to support the statue, cup, figurine or sculpture which are 
usually made of light-weight plastic, thus the container's materials can also be quite light 
and economical. The new trophy can bear a personalized inscriptton or the inscriptton 
can be generic, The Worid's Greatest...".
